This burglary was the one 
which caused some newspapers to raise 
such a hue and cry against the police, 

He burglared a saloon at the corner of 
Marietta and Magnolia streets and took 
a large lot of whisky and cigars. 

To all of them he makes a full and free 
confession. He states that some two or 
three years ago he burglared a number 
of stores and residences in Atlanta, mak- 
ing it his regular nightly business. 


Was the Chisel Burglar. 


“I am the man who used the chisel,”’ 
he states, “and I had some mighty nar- 
row escapes from the officers.”’ 

He acknowledges having burglared 
stores in Chattanooga, WashMeton, Ma- 
con, Norfolk and other places. In one 
store in Washington he obtained four or 
five hundred dollars. 

The police authorities feel that Officers 
Key and Chiles have certainly caught one 
of the worst criminals that ever operated

Every night some negro !s taken out 
and mercilessly whipped Sometimes a 
dozen at a time are taken out and beaten 
In that section there are great naval 
store and timber businesses carried on, 
employing hundreds of These 
have been practically broken up as a re- 
sult of this terror and lawlessness. 
Messrs. Shingler, Ausley, Sharp, Lukin 
and Bivings, all large operators, have 
been forced to suspend work on account 
of their negroes being run away by these 
whitecappers. Mr. Ausley, a very large 
operator, was on the point of abandoning 
his business entirely. Mr. Bivings, at 
Jakin, large saw mill operator, who works 
convicts, was the recipient of a threat- 
ening letter bidding him to discharge his 
workmen or accept the consequences. 
Last Saturday Sheriff Patterson was call- 
ed to Iron City with a posse to protect 
citizens of that place from these lawless 
men. A sort of a compromise, or truce, 
Was arranged, by which the peace is 
temporarily kept. Last Tuesday a gang 
of whitecappers yisited the mill of Mr. 
George O. Smith, near Tallman, took his 
negroes and beat them unmercifully. 

The consequence of these outrages 
is that the better class of white people 
have petitioned Judge Spence begging 
him to call a special session of the 
superior court immediately, so that 
the guilty may be brought to justice. 

Here is furnished evidence of the 
charges which The Constitution has 
seen from the beginning as the log- 
ical result of lynching.

A suggestive programme for a conquest 
meeting will be published at the begin- 
ning of every month.

Sacred Literature Course.

ly doves and partridges. They have al- 
ready begun to Kill the doves and the 
killing of partridges will begin in a few 
days. It is not the country people who 
kill these birds, though they would, 1 
reckon. as it seems to de a part of man's 
nature to engage in this sort-of cruelty. 
The town hunters are the ones who slay 
these birds without mercy and to the 
point of extermination. Let them once 
get sight of a drove and they are most 
sure to get them all, never thinking of 
the consequences, riinning wild over the 
‘“‘sport,”’ as they call it. One of the most 
intelligent farmers ef our county told 
me yesterday that there could be no fruit 
in Georgia without the birds. The fruit 
will pass away with the passing of the 
birds, and many other things will cease 
to be grown in the gardens and fields, not 
to mention the pleasures that we will 
loose by the absence of birds. The law 
as it stands is no protection to the birds 
—they kill them all, anyhow. A prohibi- 
tory law against hunting should be passed 


that would allow no man to kill a bird. 
Rabbits and ‘possums are enough to 
hunt and they are enough to give a 
sweet flavor to the fall season if you 
will only get hungry and smell them 
cooking after the ‘simmons are ripe for 
fattening and grapes are on the vines.

Further on our journey we go down a 
branch of the military road to visit Guy- 
amo heights, where our troops were at- 
tacked when they made their way up 
from the coast. Here we can see the 
military road for miles winding its way 
like a white snake up the hills. It was 
perfectly commanded by the fortifications. 
Indeed, some of the best of our officers 
think that had the Spaniards tried to hold 
Porto Rico the country is such that we 
could not have conquered them. 


THE BEAUTIES OF THE TROPICS. 


I have spoken of Porto Rico as Switzer- | 


land. It is like Switzerland without the 
ice and snow, 
which Switzerland has not. The trees are 
those of the semi-tropics. Long lines of 
green hang down from their branches. 
Orchids as big as a peck measure wrap 
themselves around their limbs, and not a 
few of them have a veil of Spanish moss. 
Others are great masses of bright red, yel- 
low or purple flowers. I saw one tree 
twenty feet high covered with great balls 
of white wool. It was a cotton tree and 
the cotton bursting from the balls was 
just like the cotton produced in our south- 
ern states. 

On the Atlantic side of the island I 
reached a region of ferns, in which there 
were fern trees from twenty to thirty feet 
high. I had myself photographed stand- 
ing beside these trees and at the same 
time gathered some maidenhair ferns. 
which had branches as fine as the most 
delicate lace. 

PALM TREES AND BANANAS. 

Let us notice the vegetation as we 
travel down the north slope of the moun- 
tains. See those flelds of bananas which 
cover the sides of the hills. The plants 
are twenty feet high. They have leaves 
of soft green a foot wide and as tall as 
aman. Their blossoms are of a rich ma- 
roon, and these which have opened are 
of a blood red. 

What a lot of palm trees there are and 
how many varieties. We saw cocoanuts 
down on the coast. T® here in the moun- 
tains the most conspicuous trees are the 
royal realms. They spot the landscape, 
standing out like tall spires against the

Further up you come 
the plantations of eoffee, tohacco “and 
bananas, and at the very top the pastures. 
There are also pastures lower down, and 
in places the tobacco and the coffee grow 
clear to the mountain summits. 

It is wonderful indeed how rough some 
of the cultivated land is. The mountains 
run down into valleys of a wedge shape. 
Much land cultivated which would be 
left untouched in the United States. ‘This 
is so on the hills, whi¢h are so steep that 
you would hardily think the erops would 
hang to them, so steep that in the United 
States the rain would wash all away. 
Here, however, the moisture gives the 
soil a thick vegetation of earth binders, 
and it does not wash as with us. 
Heve that the whole island is susceptible 
of cultivation, and that it will at some 
time be a great garden patch largely de- 
voted to fruits and vegetables for our 
city markets. 

INTERIOR CITIES. 

Coming back now to our trip over the 
mountains, let us look at the towns at 
which we stop over night. We are going 
slowly, and are taking four days for the 
journey. We spend two nights at Cayey. 
It is a fair sample of an interior Porto 
Rican ¢ity. It has about 4,000 inhabitants, 
and covers about as much ground as one 
of our towns of BN. 

It has a church and a plaza, and a bar- 
racks for soldiers. Its houses are nearly 
all one-story cottages, built eclose to the 
street in blocks of two or three. They are 
all small, and some of the hest couid be 
made for $250 apiece in the United States. 
Many of them would not cost $100. Nearly 
all are of wood, and not a few have iron 
roofs. None are plastered, and none have 
windows cr chimneys. The cooking Is 
done upon charcoal; there is no need of 
fires for heat. Few of the houses have 
gardens in front. 2

The greatest discomfort comes from the 
fleas. These attack you as soon as you lHte 


down and feed upon you until you rise. 
We find this so in the hotel at Caguas 


further on, and, in fact, In all the coun- 
try hotels. 

Otuside this, the living is not had. We 
have coffee, oranges and eggs for break- 
fast, and soups, roasts, stews and des- 
serts for luncheons and dinners. Our 
dessert is usually a combination of orange 
peel or cocoanut sweetened With sugar 
into a@ form of preserves, and we end 
each meal with a ripe banana, a cup of 
coffee rd a bit of Porto Rican cheese. 
Th dis quite as good as you can get 
in a $2 a day house in the United Siates, 
and the prices charged are much less.

The secret was carefully guarded while 
extensive tests were made and a patent 
obtained, then the new alizarin was 
placed on the market.

Books Reviewed. 

“THE WORLD'S BEST ORATIONS,” 
From the Earliest Period to the Pres- 
ent Time. Complete in ten volumes. 
Vol. edited by David J. Brewer, as- 
sociate justice of the supreme court of 
the United States. Ferd P. Kaiser, St. 
Louls.and Chicago, publishers. Martin 
& Hoyt, Atlanta, Ga., agents. 

In spite of the commercial spirit of the 
age, the influence of the orator is stijl po- 
tentially felt in human affairs. If this 
statement is apparently contradicted by 
the fact that such masters of eloquence 
as Chatham and Webster and Calhoun 
no longer figure upon the world’s stage, 
it is also distinctly affirmed by the fact 
that the great popular heart Is today as 
responsive to the magnetic touch of the 
orator as it ever was in the past. The 
orator comes with the occasion, and if 
the past generation has been lacking in 
eloquence, it has also been lacking in the 
occasions which produce eloquence. Be- 
fore the war, when the heart of the coun- 
try was torn and lacerated by the slav- 
ery agifation, there was no lack of elo- 
quence, because there was no lack of in- 
spiration. Stern events called it forth. 
So will it always be. Whenever the oc- 
easion needs the orator, the orator will 
arise to meet the occasion. Since the war 
ended both sections of the country have 
devoted themselves assiduously to com- 
mereial and industrial occupations, but 
they have not ceased to love eloquence nor 
to encourage the orator in every Way pos- 
sible. Whenever the orator speaks he is 
greeted with enthusiastic crowds, who 
lustily cheer his rounded periods; and 
through the columns of the newspaper his 
gems of eloquence are scattered broad- 
cast throughout the land, to be gathered 
up in scrapbooks and reproduced again 
by young Americans on school rostrums. 
Of late years comparatively little has oc- 
curred to call forth the dormant powers 
of the orator, but it nevertheless remains 
that such achievements of eloquence as 
those of Grady at Plymouth Rock and La- 
mar and Hill in congress not only illus- 
trate the ripest standards of American 
eloquence, but sustain the best traditions 
of former times.
